City Seeks Citizens 
Cooperation 


Officials in Grayling are 
becoming increasingly con- 
cerned about total com- 
munity cooperation in the 
collection of trash and gar- 
bage in order to make our 


city look its best. 
The subject of trash and 
garbage collection was 


raised at a recent city coun- 
cil meeting where it was 
pointed out that some 
citizens place refuse at the 
curb far too early. It was 
noted that in some cases it is 
out days ahead of the Mon- 
day pickup time. 

Council members noted 
that not only is it unsightly 
but it is also unusual if it 
remains in its containers. 
They said that if the dogs do 
not rip it apart, plows will 
scatter it. 

According to City 
Manager Jerry Morford, 
refuse should not be put out 
until after dark on Sunday or 
no later than 8 a.m. Monday. 
He said that the contractor is 
not on a rigid time schedule 
so that residents should not 
assume that refuse will be 


picked up at the same time 
each Monday. Weather con- 
ditions may slow down the 
pickup work. Also affecting 
the timing are factors such 
as truck problems, volume 
of trash on a particular 
Monday, labor force, illness, 
ete. 

Essential to an orderly 
pickup is the type of con- 
tainer used and the weight of 


material in it. Morford said, 


it should be of sufficient 
weight capacity to hold the 
contents without breaking 
when handled and the con- 
tainer must not be too heavy 
for one person to lift. 

A major slowdown in the 
pickup time occurs when 
material to be taken is not 
accessible at the curbside. If 
it is at the top of a snowbank, 
it is not readily accessible. If 
it is placed in front of the 
snowbank, it may well be hit 
by a plow. 

Morford emphasized that 
the empty containers should 
then be taken in as promptly 
as possible. He also pointed 
out certain other types of co- 


operative elements in han- 
dling infrequent types of 
refuse. 

He said that used motor oil 
should be taken to a service 
station that handies that 
material for reclamation 
and that persons wishing to 
dispose of such items as in- 
dustrial solvent or turpen- 
tine should call the city of- 
fice for instructions. 

A high risk item at this 
time of the year is ashes that 
are not completely cold. 
Morford said that should a 
fire start in the collection 
truck, it is necessary to em- 
pty out the contents to put 
out the fire. 

For pickup of appliances 
and building materials, Mor- 
ford suggested that residents 
call the city office for in- 
structions. He said that the 
city employees will work 
with the resident to help in 
any disposal problem. 

Another situation that 
arises occasionally is that of 
leaf, brush or tree limb 
removal. Morford said that

Camp Shawono youths will not be allowed 
to ski at Hanson Hills when the park is open 
to the public, the Grayling Recreational 
Authority decided Wednesday, Feb. 15, ata 
special meeting. 

The action follows an argument that broke 
out at the park Sunday, Feb. 5, among two 
local boys and two Camp Shawono boys. A 
car window was broke with a fist in the in- 
cident. 


The authority voted 90 to allow Camp 
Shawono youths to ski for the remainder of 
the season with supervision at designated 
hours determined by the park manager 
when the facility is not open to the public. 


The authority also revoked ski and visita- 
tion privileges of the two Camp Shawono 
boys involved in the Feb. 5th argument. 

Camp Shawono boys have been skiing at 
the. park for three years without any 
problems reported. The park offered ski 
privileges to Camp Shawono in appreciation 
of the hard work by Camp Shawono youths 
at the park. Marty VanDeVen, of the 
recreation authority, said the park would 
not have been able to operate without the 
help from Camp Shawono work crews put- 
ting in eight hours a day, five days a week, 
for the last three years. 

The special recreational authority 
meeting was attended by 35 persons besides 
board members. 


Miore Changes Expected 
At George Mason Tract 


Most of the well-known Durant Castle 
ruins will be filled in, the DNR Commission 
decided earlier this month while amending 
a long-range plan for the George Mason 
River Retreat or Mason Tract. 


The commission wants the basement of 
the ruins filled with sand and top soil and 
seeded, leaving only a portion of the base- 
ment walls to mark the site of the Durant 
Castle, The commission felt filling the base- 
ment would be safer and more eye-appeal- 
ing than building a fence around the area as 
the long-range plan originally recommen- 
ded. 

The commission also wants to enlarge a 
proposed canoe landing site near the Durant 
Castle from 30 to 60 feet. It will be the only 
canoe landing between Chase Bridge on the 
AuSable South Branch and the Mason Chap- 
pel. 

In addition, the commission now wants to 
abandon a road running on the north side of 


the river for about three miles east of Chase 
Bridge. The long-range plan called for 
relocation of the road. 

The Mason Tract was bequeathed to the 
state in 1955 following the death of George 
Mason. Mason originally gave the state 1500 
acres to be kept as a game preserve and sin- 
ce then 1500 acres have been added to the 
tract. 

The Durant Castle was built in 1931 by 
Clifford Durant for a summer horne. Durant 
was a member of the Durant Motor Car 
family and he made his fortune in stocks. 
The ‘‘Castle” had 42 rooms, eight gables, 
seven fireplaces, and a main two-story 
tower entrance with a slate rainbow arch. 
The basement of the Castle had a slate floor, 
a gym, recreation room, bar, barber shop, 
and vault. The Castle also had a ticker tape © 
for Durant to watch his precious stocks. The © 
Castle - built in 1931 - also had a private air- — 
strip nearby to deliver mail to Durant. The 
Castle was destroyed by fire in 1932.

scores were never intended 
to be Jumped together as the 
Bay City Times showed. The 
test was designed as a diag- 
nostic tool for identifying 
strengths and weaknesses 
within individual students 
and for designing appro- 


to address weaknesses. The 
total scoreboard type of 
measurement invites ques- 
tionable practices which 
may insure good scores 
without insuring mastery 
learning, he said. 


The M.E.A.P. is usually 
given in September or Oc- 
tober. Some districts coach 
students and review test 
materials to achieve high 
test scores. Crawford 
AuSable uses the test as it 
was intended — to identify 
weaknesses as well as 
strengths. 

Reynolds said the simplis- 
tic review of districts in the 
article didn’t show the high 
scores from our district area 


reading where scores were 
ranked excellent. 

Reynolds also pointed out 
an analysis of our district 
scores over the last four 
years shows a sharp decline 
in scores in September of 
1982 — the fall following the 
school year of severe cut- 
hacks. Scores from Septem- 
ber, 1983 - the fall following 
the reinstatement of many 
programs - showed tremen- 
dous gains. 


Reynolds said the district 
has identified mastery learn- 
ing in both math and reading 
as the top curricular priority 
and several new programs 
have been started to achieve 
this goal.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber 


Wendell L. Hoover 
Park Interpreter 


It seems unusual to see a 
squirrel other than a red 
squirrel in the Virgin Pines. 
Recently I saw a fox squirrel 
in the Tall Timber where I 
expect the food was a mite 
scarce. The fox squirrel is 
the largest of the tree 
squiitels in Michigan and 
once lived between the forest 
and the prairies in Southern 
Michigan. As the forests 
were cleared, they moved to 
all parts of the State. 

This nearly two-pound 
squirrel uses a temporary 
shelter of twigs with green 
leaves attached during the 
summer, AS a winter shel- 
ter, it uses a hollow tree or a 
compact ball of leaves en- 
closed in a framework of 
twigs that is chosen. At this 
time of year, the breeding 
season is nearly over or en- 
tirely over. The first litters 
are born in early March with 
a second breeding period in 
May and June. The second 
litter comes in July and by 
autumn, the young are big 
enough to fend for them- 
selves. During the winter, 
they will feed on buried nuts 
and the buds of maple, bass- 
wood and oak. In the spring 
and summer, they vary this 
diet with insects, various 
seeds, and fruit, but it is the 
fall acorn and hazelnut crop 
that prepares them for 
another winter. The fox 
squirrel will sleep out storms 
and extreme cold providing 
there was no lack of acorns 
and other nuts to build up a 
layer of fat to use as energy 
reserves.

NOTICE OF HEARING 


[In response to actual and threatened loss of industrial 


customers to alternate fuels, Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) filed an application for approval 
of new rates designed to make natural gas competitive 
with alternative fuels, especially No. 6 fuel oil. The 
Commission approved MichCon’s Alternate Fuel Dis- 
count Rate (rates 4 and 4-ID on November 22, 1983 and 
set a commodity charge of $4.25 per dekatherm. 

On January 31, 1984, the Commission Staff (Staff) 
filed a motion in MichCon’s case, Case No. U-7609, 
requesting that the Commission reopen the case for the 
limited purpose of evaluating whether the commod- 
ity charge is appropriate in light of recent changes 
in the price of No. 6 fuel oil. Attached to the motion 
was an affidavit stating that the natural gas equivalent 
price of No. 6 fuel oil is now $4.75 per Mcf, plus the cost 
of transporting oil to the user’s facilities. Similar motions 
were filed in the Consumers Power Company (Consum- 
ers), Michigan Gas Utilities Company (MGU) and South- 
eastern Michigan Gas Company (Southeastern) cases. 

The order approving the rate explicitly recognized 
that it might be necessary to reevaluate the commodity 
charge in the event of a change in the price of alterna- 
tive fuels. The Commission recognized that the com- 
modity charge must be low enough to make natural gas 
competitive with the price of alternative fuels, but not 
so low that industrial customers obtain natural gas at a 
price significantly below the equivalent price of alterna- 
tive fuels. An additional consideration was that the rate 
provides for a credit in the gas cost recovery reconcili- 
ation to non-qualifying customers, and the amount of 
the credit is directly related to the commodity charge. 

The Commission has found that the Staff has made 
a prima facie showing of a significant. change in cir- 
cumstances sufficient to warrant a reexamination of the 
commodity charge in the rate, and that Staff's motion 
should, therefore, be granted. 

The reopening of MichCon's Altemate Fuel Rate Case 
will be consolidated with similar cases involving Con- 
sumers, MGU and Southeastern, unless the Adminis- 
trative Law Judge determines for good cause that a 
different procedure shouid be foliowea. At the preneat- 


ing conference, the Administrative Law Judge and the 
parties are to establish a procedure and schedule for 
dealing expeditiously with the reopened cases. Parties 
previously granted status as intervenors may continue 
without filing new petitions to intervene.

Crawford-AuSable Parents Group 


Developments in the 
school curriculum were the 
highlights of a report pre- 
sented by Mr. Kent Rey- 
nolds, Superintendent of the 
Crawford-AuSable Schools, 
at a recent meeting of the 
Crawford AuSable Parents 
Group. 

Reynolds cited the 
mastery learning objectives 
in reading and mathematics 
for grades K-8, the first year 
of the advanced studies 
program, the first K-5 scien- 
ce curriculum, computer 
education, and the new mid- 
die school language arts pro- 
gram as important develop- 
ments that were implement- 
ed or expanded this year. 

He described the district 
as being ‘‘on the cutting 
edge” in computer educa- 
tion. The high school lab is 
‘‘busy all the time” and the 
middle school will begin a 
program next fail with com- 
puters purchased through a 
grant from the 
Weyerhaeuser Foundation. 
A computer education pro- 
gram for grades K-5 has 
been developed but no equip- 
ment has yet been able to be 
purchased. 

In addition to curricular 
programs, Reynolds spoke 
of several other projects that 
are currently in progress. A 
review of high school grad- 
uation requirements is being 
conducted in light of recent 
reports calling for higher

educational standards. 
Questions being addressed 
include the number’ of 
credits and specific classes 
to be required for gradua- 
tion, the advisability of a 
competency test for all 
students prior to graduation, 
and the possibility of offer- 
ing different types of 
diplomas depending on a 
student’s program and 
achievement. 

The Code of Conduct for 
grades K-12 is also being 
reviewed.

At the time of writing this column, few businesses have 
brought literature to the office for distribution at the Detroit 
Outdoorama Sports and Boat Show. P.R. Director Don Geiss 
and Allen Carr will be taking off for the show at about noon on 
Thursday, February 23 in case some members would still 
like to drop off some literature. 

Incidentally, the chamber wili have a booth at the 10 day 
show February 24-March 4. If there are persons who would 
like to help man the booth, some help can still be used. 

Last week the chamber sponsored a workshop on 
Marketing and Hospitality for Tourism. The program con- 
ducted by Ed Mahoney from the Parks and Recreation Dept. 
of Michigan State University was chaired locally by Norma 
Naour with an assist by M.S.U. Cooperative Extension Agent 
Roy Spanger. It was attended by 25 local business people who 
were very pleased with the program. The group was in favor 
of a follow-up workshop at a later date. 

The workshop does remind us of a development on the 
eastern side of the state that may have a tremendous impact 
on attracting tourists there. They are planning a multi- 
county cooperative promotional program along with assis- 
tance from various state departments. It appears as though 
the Department of Natural Resources will increase the 
amount of fish planting in Lake Huron. 

Recently the businesses over there conducted a day long 
program on the planned nine county cooperative. Speakers 
highlighted the massive development in tourism on the wes- 
tern side of the state. They showed maps which marked off 
the area covered by the proposed cooperative and that in- 
volved in the successful western counties. As one looked at 
the map there was a terrible void in the central portion of the 
state running down through the I-75 corridor. 

It occurred to us that at some point there must be an ef- 
fort made to form a cooperative out of the counties in the cen- 


tral area to promote inland tourism. That cooperative must 


become a powerful promotional tool to counteract the luring 
of tourists away from this part of the state. It should be noted 
that the various state departments involved in assisting in 
the eastern program will also render assistance here if they 
are shown that some organized movement is afoot to help 
ourselves. The chamber cannot form the cooperative alone, 
it must have our community support as well as the com- 
munities to the north and south of us.

I would appreciate the 
privilege to answer the letter 
last week from SD. 
Newland-Smith concerning 
our treatment of Humanism 
in our column, ‘‘The Bibie 
Speaks’’. 

S.D. Newland-Smith, I 
wish to thank you for writing 
to support your views in 
defense of Humanism. Isn’t 
it great that you and I still 
have the wonderful privilege 
to disagree publicly in the 
press? 

You attempted to correct 
me by quoting the classical 


definition of Humanism by 


Daniel Webster. In Web- 
ster’s New 20th Century Dic- 
tionary (Unabridged), we 
have under humanism - 5: 
“A religious cult based on 
faith in man.” It is this 20th 
century form of Humanism 
as expressed in the 
Humanist Manifesto I signed 
in 1933, and the Humanist 
Manifesto II signed in 1983 
that we have been writing 
about in our column. Your 
definition of Humanism 
would have fit Humanism in 


- some countries about 400 or 


more years ago. 

I. agree with you that 
“name calling is for child- 
ren’’. Therefore I will not at- 
tempt to answer your 


. Charges of “‘medieval men- 


tality’, ‘sweeping generali- 
ties’, ‘‘feeble arguments 
with scripture”, ‘Speaking 
of partial truths”, ‘‘hypocrit- 
and “pseudo- 


“the literally disadvan- 


- taged”. Also, since you un- 
derstand the meaning and 


use of such words as 
‘flagellate’’, “Vergose’’, 
“obfuscation’’, and 
“pubescent”’, I hope you will 
not feel I am trying to take 
further advantage of the 
“literally disadvantaged”’ 
by using words common to 
my vocabulary and most 
other normal people I com- 
municate with in this town. 
The Humanist Manifesto I 
in the first 3 points clearly 
presents man as an evolu- 
tionary animal: ‘‘First: 
Religious humanists regard 


“the universe as self-existing 


and not created.” ‘‘Second: 


’ Humanism believes that 


man is a part of nature and 
that he has emerged as the 
continuous 
process.” ‘“‘Third: Holding 
an organic view of life, 


humanists find that the 


traditional dualism of mind 
and body must be rejected.” 
In summary, ‘‘Religious 
humanists” do not believe 


the Bible account of 
creation, but instead believe 
‘man evolved from an 


animal, and does not have a 
soul or spirit separate from 
his body. 

In Humanist Manifesto IT, 
humanists reaffirmed their 


rejection of faith and salva- 


tion from a prayer-hearing 
God. ‘‘As in 1933, humanists 


| still believe that traditional 


theism, especially faith in 
the prayer-hearing God, 
assumed to love and care for 
persons, to hear and under- 


' stand their prayers, and to 


be able to do something 
about them, is an unproved 
and outmoded faith. 
Salvationism, based on mere 
affirmation, still appears as 
harmful, diverting people 


_ with false hopes of heaven 


hereafter. Reasonable min- 
ds look to other means to 
survival.” 

Under the section on Reli- 
gion in the Humanist Mani- 


festo II we read: “We 
believe, however, that 
traditional dogmatic or 


authoritarian religions that 
place revelation, God, ritual, 
or creed above human needs 
and experience do a disser- 
vice to the human species.” 
We find insufficient 
evidence for belief in the 


‘existence of a supernatural; 


it is either meaningless or 
irrelevant to the question of 
the survival and fulfillment 
of the human race. AS non- 
atheists, we begin with 
humans not God, nature not 
deity...But we can discover 
no divine purpose or 
providence for the human 
Species.,.No deity will save 
us; we must save our- 
selves.” Humanists do not 
believe in “revelation” or 
the Bible. Humanists are 
“nonatheists” or atheists, 
rejecting ali concepts of a 
“supernatural” God. 
Humanists say, ‘‘Promises 
of immortal salvation or fear 
of eternal damnation are 
both illusory and harmful.” 
Humanists do not believe in 


a resurrection: ‘“There is no 
credible evidence that life 
survives the death of the 
body.” They reject the 
historical evidence of the 
resurrection of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Humanists base _ their 
ethics on human experience 
and reject the Bible. ‘We af- 
firm that moral values 
derive their source from 
human experience. Ethics 
are autonomous and 
Situational, needing no 
theological or ideological 
sanction.’ 

Under ‘The Individual” 
the Humanist Manifesto II 
says of sex: ‘In the area of 
sexuality, we belive that in- 
tolerant attitudes, often cul- 
tivated by orthodox religions 
and puritanical cultures, un- 
duly repress sexual con- 
duct...The many varieties of 
sexual exploration should 
not in themselves be con- 
sidered ‘evil’...neither do we 
wish to prohibit, by law or 
social sanction, sexual 
behavior between consent- 
ing adults...Short of harming 
others or compelling them to 
do lifewise, individuals 
should be permitted to ex- 
press their sexual proclivi- 
ties and pursue their life- 
styles as they desire.” I 
quote the above Humanist 
position in light of your 
quote: “I, as a Christian 
parent, have no difficulty in 
‘preserving the moral purity 
of my family unit.’ ”. 

Humanists again reaffirm- 
ed their goal of one world 
government in 1983: ‘‘We 
deplore the division of 
humankind on nationalistic 
grounds. We have reached a 
turning point in human his- 
tory where the best option is 
to transcend the limits of 
national sovereignty and to 
move toward the building of 
a world community in which 
all sectors of the human 
family can participate. Thus 
we. look to the development 
of a system of world law and 
a world order based upon 
transnational federal gover- 
nment.”’ 

The end goals_ of 
Humanism are, each man a 
god unto himself, with no 
supernatural God, no family 
structure, no absolute stan- 
dards of morality or ethics, 
no patriotism to a country, 
and no hope for an eternal 
future. 

A state legislator stated 
publicly on channel 6 in 
Omaha, Nebraska: ‘‘We 
have to control church 
schools because fundamen- 
tal Bible-believing Chris- 
tians do not have the right to 
indoctrinate their children in 
their faith, because we, the 
state, are preparing all 
children for the year 2,000, 
when America will be part of 
the one-world global society 
and their children won't fit 
in.”’ 

To speak of a Christian 
Humanist is like talking 
about a loving murderer, a 
truthful liar, an honest thief, 
or a virtuous adulterer. Such 
verbal semantics is normal 
for Humanists, Socialists, 
and Communists, but is 
totally unacceptable to 
Bible-believing | Christian 
standards.
